The fran- 
chise question uil'orded no argument in 
favor of its constitutionality as the con- 
stitution act gave the ])rovincB full ^)ower 
to regulate the fnincliiso, but when it wan 
projiosed to dony a cerUiin clas.s I he 
means of earning their daily bread it was 
another matter. If it could bo shown 
that the presence of Chinamen operated 
as a menace, or dangei', their exclusion on 
public grounds might be supported, but 
in this case the proposed legislation on its 
face showed that it had no such dbjecL. 
If the object was to exclude igiioranj, men 
on the score of danger— it must he ad- 
mitted that an Indian was as ignorant as 
a Chinaman — yet it was not propu.sed to 
uxelude the Indian from the mine. - In 
fact wo had been told that the Vancouver 
Coal Company iiad e.\cliangiid tlioin for 
the Chinose. It had been shown on the 
previous day that the occiiiiatioii for which 
Chinamen were .employed was lilling 
boxes, wheeling cars, aiwl so forth -utter- 
ly unskilled labor which the while minor 
would not descend to — and which, 
if Chinamen were, to bo uxuludod, 
would have tu bo undertaken by some 
class of lubv)ror just as ignorant, or per- 
haps moruso, than the Chiuainun. Hence, 
if the presenuo of ignorant men tvaa a 
danger, it would not be reiiuned by dis- 
placing tiie Chinamen. Statistics bad 
shown that but two or at best three neci- 
(lenta out of forty hud been caused by 
phinameit, and that the last explosion

,\s a conaecpience of these experiences it 
was now HUgiiested as a remedy — exclude 
the Chinamen. He (Mr. Davie) could 
not see that the evidence [lointed to such 
a remedy. The result then was i:hat the 
proposal was not aimed at the piotectioii 
of human life, but as a blow against Clii- 
iieao geiii<r;illy, which o)mned up an en- 
tirely diHerent (piestion. Some years ago 
when tho ai'l.i-Cliinese agitation had com- 
nionceil there was jiiat cause for it. The 
Chinamen were pouring iiijii hnrdes, and 
it became imperative in the iiiteriNst nob 
only of our laboring ehiases, lint, of society 
in general, to place a chock upon their 
incoming; 'V Tli^ Jsaiiie hocossity' still 
existed— further hiHiix of' Chinese 
was u>idesir,iblo, and if 'any attempt 
to prouiido it were atleiiipted it 
sbould bo stopped. The iiieaaures 
ado]ited by the lumae since he (Mr. 
Davie) had lirst sal in it had been pro- 
ductive of excellent resnlla. The Dom- 
inion parliaiiieiit. had btH'ii converted to 
the iiecosaity of reatrieliiig Chinese immi- 
gration and the labors of those opposed 
to their further increase. had, oaused tlieir 
going out by shoals instead of their oilnn- 
iiig in by hordes as formerly. The work 
bad boon aceoniplished. 'I'Ikjhc which re- 
iiiaiiied, particul.uly in the co;d mines, 
could well ho utili-/.ed. They performed 
the meanest kind of labor, wheeling 
trucks, etc. , which most white men would 
eoumdorfchere'WMjio occasion for them 
to do. Without tlieir labor present ex- 
periciice shows that the output of coal 
woidd not e(pi.'d one-half of its present 
iliinonaioiiH. The iuveslmeiit of the 
protita arising from the large output of 
coal is wlftfc wo are niahily looking for- 
ward to for the development of the coun- 
try. „ ' With- one-hajf the eoal output, the 
iiiinos would be barely riiii at a profit, if 
not closed (hiwn altogether, and in such 
case where vas tlie laborer to proeuio the 
ineaiis of Bubai.stonco. Hero wo are 
jubilant at the prospect of the 
opening of new mines at Coniox 
which means work for the 
unemployed, and gain for all classscs, 
Yet what chance is there for new mines 
Lii be ojicneil when there is not sullicient 
labor to wcirk the old ones. We exp(!ct 
an extension of the Island railway north 
and south to Beechy Bay, so as to open 
up connection with the American Hystem, 
and so create general prosperity, and 
wlierc is the money to prpinote these.on- 
terprisos coming from except 'lis' fruit' of 
the very labor which we- ftre propoairig; 
now to iirohibit. Thon;':ttgaiir, whilst :tlie 
liiiaiitity of coal gob out of tho mines 
would bo reduce(l more than one-half 
« itli couBciiuent loss to the provii^'o, the 
minors would demand the profit lost to 
ttieni by stopping the Chinamen in the 
shape of increased prices, which again 
means the public in general having to pay 
§2 or 83 a ton moroi for 'ooid.' ■ This with 
poor people means suflferirig iind wiint. 
Coal was now $10 a ton where 88 was 
formerly charged, and if tho stopp;igo of 
Chinese had occurred in the dead of win- 
ter there would have occurred suH'ering 
;ind deatituti(m. It is not as if there was 
an over-plna of labor of this particular 
class; then we might talk of the p4vi8ability 
of dispensing the undesirable classes, but 
here ships have to be sent away for want 
of laborers to fill them. The best inter- 
ests of the country would be injured by 
excluding Chinese, and to show that be 
(Mr. Dttvie) was in accord with the vi';ws 
of his constituents on this subject he need 
only bo refer to tho meetings which the 
agitators of this anti-Chiueso movement 
had endeavored to got up in Victoria. Un 
the tirst occa8i(jn thoy could not got sulli- 
ei(!nt to form an audience and had to a<l- 
journ for two days, and on the^secqud oc- 
casion they had a very poor and . ut'ieii? 
thustaatic gabliering. r ' vf 5' A

Hon. Mr. Davie— Well, iilacing it at 
that — you have not more than half the 
capacity of Philannonic Hall, which on 
tho occasiim of an ordinary juiblic meet- 
ing is pitcked to the door, CfHisistently 
with the extravagant imigiuatjon of the 
member ibc Co/nox; the amount cm lie 
placed at about one-half of what he says" 
When the people of Victoria wanted to 
support or donoinico any particular meas- 
ure they knew very well how 
to do it. The House had been 
asisurod that tho .agitators did not repres- 
ent tho views of tho miners. He^ w;is 
Bure this was the case. The reas(jn the 
lubber did not renounce their authority 
was that they did not want to bo subject 
to worry and annoyance. The .same thing 
always occurred in strikes. The laboier.s 
were not in accord with the ringle.-idois, 
and prayed for the reign of terror to cease. 
The statement that the Vancouver Coal 
Company had yielded to llie ])rcssiire, 
and discarded Cliinainen, afl'orded no ar- 
gument. He (Mr. Davie) placed but. little 
(lepondeiice upon the petitions presented 
to the lionao — people signed petitions to 
get rid of the persona bothering them to 
sign — otlierj did not trouble themselves 
about whab. bhey contained, and others 
Hgfttii signed ,fclion^ under miBrepreaenia- 
tioii. ■ A'largo pitiporbion' of the signers 
were n(m-votcrs, and many non-residents. 
If the people wanted to demonsbrabe bhoir 
favor of the movements, public meetings 
W(.iuld b(! got up. Ho was (piite satislied 
that the people of Victoria would be sat- 
islied with his action in the matter. 
' Hon;, Mt.' ; Turner /tljpughfe ' ifc strictly 
honest for him to vote for tho Second 
reading of the bill and reserve the right 
to oppose the Chinese clause while in 
coininil.tee. The previmis agitation against 
the Chinese as a class wiis a dilFereat 
matter from thaB to-day directed against 
tho Chinese is regards their; employment 
in coal minw.'-.'H.ei, did -not; .r think tliat 
the evideniie taken proved that bhe Chiu- 
eat! were dangerous. lie thought that 
the manager's Ktatemeiits in regard to the 
safely of mines was more trusty than that 
of the miner working at the face, no mat- 
ter hoA' excellent ho might be in bis own 
Hork. The stoker or deck hand's evi- 
dence would nob be baken in preference t(j 
that of the ufticers of a steamship in an 
impiiry as to tjie best moans for provid- 
ing additional safety; and he thought the 
Maine should opon.te in Ihe present case. 
Tho present proposed interference with 
one of eur chief industries is a serious 
matter, and if carried hi^o effect would 
result hi detriment to. thiit-,indiiBtry. If 
such legislation was pormittecl . it wonhl 
soon bo (lirci'ted against other industries 
— that of salmon c.iiiiiing for inatiuice. 
He was sorry that thei'o were certain iu- 
diiBtrioa iu the province that could not bo 
proaecuiud without tliu a.ssistanc« of Chi- 
nese, but such WHS the case, and coal 
milling Wiuj one uf them. He thought 
the remarks of the hon. president of the 
CI mncilhlmt II better inlolligence on the part 
f tho minor and an exercise of greater 
care on his part , were the best moans of 
protecting tliein. It was also correct that 
u colliery conducted on tho highest prin- 
cijilo of perfection A'as to the benerit of 
theooal owner as well as tho miner him- 
self. He could not honestly vote for the 
ChinuHO clause for it would be an iinwai'- 
raiited interference with an important in- 
dustry, and would sim|ily result in detri- 
moiit to the development of the mines 
and would favor aii inoroaae in the price 
o ■ coal.

Company, '■■ or- in' others words the 
Western Onion. The only excep- 
tions to the foregoing are tho Toronto 
Mail and the Kinpire who have regular 
correspondents in all the large cities. 
The poor old (llolie. used to be a uewspa- 
p(;r once but now it p.'irtakes more of the 
nature of a family iniacelhuiy with one 
or two serial stories running through its 
daily issue. Bearing the foregoing in 
mind, and considering also the fact that 
Mr. Wiman, tho apostle of conmiurcial 
uiiiun, ia also president of the (i. N. W. 
Telegraph Co., it will at o..ce be seen 
what a powtu'ful inatruinoiit tho telegraph 
syatom can be made for aiding any polit- 
ical agitation. Col. Denisou, when he 
invited the attention of the -house the 
other day to a consideration of ' tho tele- 
gr.'ijdi monopoly, had a good raj) at Eras- 
tua Wiman for tho u.su he made (jf his 
company's lines in triinamittiiig reports of 
coimiiercial union meetings in Ontario, 
and then (pioted the expurieiico 
of governmental control of the telegraph 
lines in Eurtjpe to esUiblish that the 
public interest has been served thereby.

Hon. Mr, Dunsiiiuir, in' explanation, 
said that there seemed to bb a livbk' df! in- 
forifiation as to tho charactor of the e.x- 
plosioiiB. There was a great deal of dif- 
felenue between a gas explosion and tbone 
iehukiu.g fioiii powdor .-r duHt. After a 
gaa exi)h)aion there Wiis an afterdamp al- 
together dill'ereiit from that produced by 
powder or dust. Any manager or minor 
going down after any exploaion could 
readily deteimiiie whether the accident 
wa^ oauaed by gaa ^ or powder. ; In the 
afterdamp after gaa it , was imppaaible to 
live, while after a dust or jiowder ex[ilo- 
sion a man cimld live in the rttnios|)liero 
for some time. The recent oxplosioii was 
tii-st started by powder which ig- 
nited the dust, and tli'is canaud a 
coinbiimtiou of the two. It wua fouiul 
after the iiniuest was over tlwit there had 
been fifty-four pounds of jmwder- in* one 
suction, besides one youiii' man who was 
workiiii; in rock had a luiniber of sl icks 
of giant jiowder, none of which eouhl be 
found. Everything proved that il. waa a 
jiowder exploaion. 

Mr. Mcljeese askiid why it was •that 
aiieh a larifo amount was allowi^d in the 
mine, It seemed nionstruus. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir sjiid that each man 
waa .'il III wed four pounds uf jiowdor daily, 
but they pursued every, meuha'poaaiin^'tu 
smuggle lixtra powder into the mini). One 
of the managers of his mine noticed a 
miner bulging out at his waist :uid on be- 
ing examined he wns found to have Home 
sixteen iiounds of powder on his iierson.

Mr. Croft said that the evidence j)re- 
sented and the ;irguinciit.s ailduceil had 
caused him to come to the conclusion that 
the introduction of a Chinese clause was 
inconsistent and iiijudiciouH. The work- 
ing of minus in other parts of the world 
by Chiiveail pjoved that 'thoy. woyjB.i neither 
the dangerous or ignorant element that il 
Wiis iindeavored to make tliem out 
to be. 'I'he.V li.'iil also sliowii 
during tlieir employment in other indus- 
tries in the country that th.-;y were care- 
ful and intelligent workmen. Ilewoidil

Mr. Grant considered tho exproasions

hon. geu'leman explained the reasons that 
had led him to the dei-ision lo support the 
Chinese clause in thu bill. Me did not 
think that it should come into nperation 
immediately, but th'o' oAviiera should be 
t;ivon a^uftioiunt tiihe'to,8eour(i i)thor labor 
to ropltUi^:theIn,-■i^l'hiisfiwu^'.|i|^l^ ti^^^^^ biinu 
that he filS'oi^ed' legislation against Chi- 
nese.

He was of opinion that llu- 
Chinese, were not an eloineiit of danger 
lielow gi-outid: The potitionora had failed 
to make out their case agaiuat the Chi- 
nese, and he would vote against the aiiti- 
Chinese clause in committee. The hon. 
senior member for Cariboo had abown by 
ollicial documents that not more tliiui >S 
per cent, of the disasters were iilti ibut 
able to Chinese. >So far im uiulerground 
Work waa concorued ho would be glad to 
see it all done by Chinese, and our own 
llesli and blood employi'd in easier ami 
safer and more protitahle positions .■iliove 
ground. Since Chinese li:ul eeaseil lo he 
employed at coal milling the output hail 
declined one-lrilf, and co.il from loe.dilie.s 
where Chinese labor is not inhibited 
is superseding our coal in the 
foreign ■■•hiarkots. .Two great ateani 
tiolliera own^d in 'the . province 
-are diaumntled because tliuy . can not get 
cHi'gooa, and other vuasols hiivo been do 
liiyeii since December and are not loaded 
yet, ami otlieiv. .".re forced t" go to Seuttle 
to complete Iheir cargoes. His idea had 
.dways buen that the moment Chinese 
',•. ere e.Nchided from working in the 
niitiea, there would bo tin influx of white 
niiners. But such ia not the fact, Thort? 
ia a acandty of labor lit the mines,. If, as 
in Ei:i' -|iuan countries, young ineu ,'ind 
boys weie specially liaineil' at Naiiidmo 
for coal mining, there would la^ a stMiiL; 
reason why the celestial class of labor 
should be shut out. But youthful white 
labor IS wantiiiir here. The ealliiig.is haz 
anions and few parents desire to expose 
their 1 li'spi'ing to the ilangera of n miner's 
life while there are avocations of a less 
dan.gci'oiin i:h.ir.-u:t er upon lo them nl".ve 
grounil. Hence we are r.iisiii'4 few if any 
homo-made coal miners and are compelled 
to fall bai:k on aii undesiialile cl.iaa to sup- 
ply the labor demanil or Siicrificu the most, 
importimt and prolitJible industry in the 
province. If the i(ucatioii was one that 
aflei led labiU'only he would vote for the 
ehinsi'. Hut itr, .-illeets extended far be- 
yond the workiiigman. It iuvidved thu 
withdrawal of cajiital and threatened our 
commeree with aiinihilation, a cdaiiiity 
that would reat on the wurkingmeii as 
well aa on every Other class; ' The Attor- 
ney-(Joiieiiil has told lis that -the bill, if 
cariieil into court with the ])rotcctive 
clause, would bo declared unconstitu- 
tional and the miners would lose the 
measure of protection that the remaiinng 
claubcs of the bill will piovide. t'ndei 
these circumstances, he cimld not see hi.-, 
way cl(}iii\t<> voting for. soctioii one, and 
would cast against it iii committee.

After tho last explosion ho had been ap- 
proached by miners — they wore not hia 
own, but thi'se agilatoia — and asked to 
do away with the eiii|)l >yment of Chineae, 
but he had tokl them it would bo imiioa- 
siblo to cikrry on Ilia minea without auch 
labor, theiiglr willing- to do without them, 
if [lossiblo, as much aa they were. How- 
ever, he had eonsented to do away with 
l,wenly■li^■e pi:r cent of them every three 
months if o;her labor could be got, as he 
preferred white l.dior, which would make 
a better country than with tho Chinese. 
Necessity, however, know no law, and 
they, lind to, carry on the induatriea of thu 
country with the 'beat material ihey- 
could get. Aa he had put hia 
hand to the plow to open up the 
country, it ill became the Oppoaition 
to ret.ud development simply for political 
|>urp<'.si.-s. Ho had boon requested to turn 
the Chinese out at a moment'a notice — 
otherwise Hie ininera would refuse to 
work — but waa aware at the bjuiio time 
that many ot the ininera did not favor thu 
demand of tho committee. Some of the 
Chinese, like white men, wore very im- 
pin.'vid'.'iit, .and would liavo stjirved after 
being di.scharged, if asaistanco had not 
been rendered them by hiniaelf and some 
of the miners. This cert.iinly waa not a 
hnniane action. Had he shut down the 
works and thus thrown all the white 
miners out uf employment, which was; in 
hia power to do, he would have been 
loudly ••lecMiaed of inhumanity. And yet 
t his was wli;it the agitators desired him 
to do towards tho Chinese.
